In accordance with our telephone conversation, 

I am enclosing several papers which I believe 
will make you understand better the work of the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee. Essentially 
we stand for the Constitution of the United States 
Therefore, we believe every man should have a 
right to believe as he likes and to speak as he 
likes. This includes Communjsfcs and Fascists, as 
our statement of principles clearly indicate. 

Each of those groups believes that the other 
should be silenced, but we think that the Con- 
stitution means everybody. 

It is because Norman understands this situation 
so well that he saw the need of supporting our 
organization. He can feel good about it, as he 
did not wait until he himself was unjustly accused 
before he recognized the necessity of defending 
everyone 1 s rights.
